Important Meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

W hat the S. P. a re W illin g to Do. 
Will Mr. Griffith Meet 
the Company ? 


A sjiecial m eeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce wan held last evening for the 
purpose of taking action on the report of 
the Committee on Im m igration which 
was offered two w eeks ago. 
Action on 
this report was deferred at the last regu­ 
lar m eeting for the reason that the plan 
advocated by the report, that of sending 
a train of cars containing an exhibit of 
California products through th e East 
this com ing winter, was thought worthy 
of consideration by a larger gathering. 
The report was read by the Secretary, 
and the Chairman of the C om m ittee, C. 
A. Warner, took the floor to suppliraent 
it w ith a few remarks. 
“ Thus far,” said 
lie, “ the additions to our population have 
¿one, for the most part, to found new 
towns or increase the size of those already 
in existence. 
There has not been a cor­ 
responding increase in the developm ent 
of our farming land. 
The trouble is that 
people at a distance do not really under­ 
stand 
the nature 
of 
our 
products, 
their 
exceptional 
value 
and 
the 
difference 
in 
results 
that 
m ay 
be attained in agriculture here from those 
secured in the Eastern States. 
To de­ 
monstrate these advantages to the eye is 
the object of this plan. 
For exam ple, 
nothing is known id th e East of alfalfa. 
We would have a display of the plant 
growing, som e of it baled, and a full 
statem ent of its uses and value. 
With 
other products we would do the same 
thing. 
The m em bers of the com m ittee 
here had this plan in view for some 
tim e. 
In San Diego and San Bernardino 
expressions of opinion have been ob­ 
tained in the matter and it seem ed to 
m eet with general approval. 
The only 
ground for questioning the schem e is that 
of its financial possibility, and the fact 
that the laws of the State permits the 
Boards of Supervisors to appropriate 
money for such purposes seem s to make 
all right." 
Mr. R. G. H oit said said that as a 
citizen of Southern California he took a 
profound interest in the question of im ­ 
migration. 
H e did not believe that we 
were doing quite the work in advertising 
this section that ought to be done. “ The 
active Northw est," said he, “ is ripe fora 
m ovem ent in that direction. 
W e shall 
not receive visits from m any speculators 
this year. 
The people who will come 
here will be of two sorts; pleasure seek­ 
ers anxious to get away from the cold 
weather of the E ast, and hom e seekers, 
who will visit to pettle. 
This latter class 
is the one we wish to attract, and this 
plsn appears to be a good one with 
which to appeal to them . 
They cannot 
be made to believe printed statem ents 
telling them that land is worth ten to 
twenty tim es what it is there; that ten 
acres will support a fam ily. 
This is our 
opportunity to give them an object lesson 
which is bettor than any am ount of liter­ 
ature." 
L. C. Naramore thought that it would 
be a good plan for a deputation of repre­ 
sentative men from various eastern sec­ 
tions to he brought here and shown the 
advantages of this country. 
( ieneral Boyce said that thus far there 
had been three efforts in the East in the 
way of exhibiting our products, and that 
they had all accom plished the object for 
which they had been planned, in increas­ 
ing the immigration to this country. 
The question with regard to this scheme 
was this: Could the m oney be obtained? 
Certainly som ething in the way of adver­ 
tising ought to he done, as the* other sec­ 
tions of the State were actively pushing 
their interests. 
Mr. Lewis said that the m oney in the 
hands of various Boards of Supervisors 
could not be obtained until next June. 
Colonel Tramton thought that what we 
needed here was farmers and that a 
great m any of these cam e from Europe. 
A schem e had been proposed by which 
immigrants from Germ any and Scandi­ 
navia could be shipped directly here if 
the Chamber would provide the neces­ 
sary literature in the foreign languages, 
there was no other cost involved in the 
plan and it had m any advantages. 
Mr. Warner said that the aim of this 
scheme—that of the exhibit train—was 
to get directly at the farmer, as it would 
show in sm all towns am ong an agricul­ 
tural population. 
Mr. Hoyt said that som e action ought 
to he taken by the Chamber im m edi­ 
ately, and he m oved that the report of 
the com m ittee be adopted aud the plan 
carried out. 
Colonel Otis did not want 
io be precipitate in tho matter, and 
thought it had better be referred to the 
Executive Com m ittee for consideration 
later. 
Mr. Dunton said that the ques­ 
tions involved seem ed to him to lie within 
the province of three com m ittees; the 
one on W ays and M eans, the one on Im ­ 
migration and that on Statistics and Pub­ 
lication. 
H e m oved that the project be 
referred to these three com m ittees in a 
body, and that they report at the next 
m eeting of the Chamber. 
This motion 
carried and the m eeting then adjourned.

E ditors H erald—For the purpose of 
com plying w ith the w ishes of citizens 
who object to the right of way purchased 
by the Southern Pacific C om pany, ex ­ 
tending from San Pedro street to Ala­ 
meda street, north of Pine street, 1 have 
to-day subm itted the following proposi­ 
tion to Mr. G. J. Griffith, owner of the 
Briswalter tract. 
It is the desire of the 
company to accom m odate itself to the 
best interests of the city and the citizens 
generally, w ith th e least possible injury 
and inconvenience to all concerrod: 
G. J. Griffith, E sq ., I,os Angeles City. 


D e a r S i r — W hen the Southern Pacific 
Company, in com pliance with the wishes 
of the citizens of Los A ngeles in general 
and the property owners on San Pedro 
street in particular, determ ined, if prac­ 
ticable, to rem ove the San Pedro street 
track for the purpose of opening that 
street to unrestricted travel, it became 


necessary to obtain a right of way to A la* 
rneda street. For m onths the companv 
bus unsuccessfully attem pted to obtain 
from you a sufficient strip of land across 
the Briswalter tract to carry out this pro­ 
ject. 
After carefully exam ining theeub- 
ject, 
and 
becoming 
thoroughly 
con­ 
versant with the lay of the land, it was 
ascertained that the only practicable 
route was that surveyed across the Bris­ 
walter tract by Mr. Bruner, the com ­ 
pany’s engineer, designated on the map 
as route No. 4. 
W e were unable to 
agree with you as to the term s upon 
which this right of way could be ob­ 
tained. 
As the agent of the owners of 
the Briswalter tract, you informed m e 
that you would grant us this right-of- 
way if we would purchase from you all 
the land south of the track, comprising 
about eigh ty acres, at *2,000 per acre, 
i. e. *1 GO,OCiO, and you further required 
that we should build you a depot upon 
the Briswalter tract to coBt not less than 
*5,000, and that all trains to and from 
Santa M onica and interm ediate points 
should stop at this depot. 
These con­ 
ditions were regarded by the company as 
unreasonable, and your offer was de­ 
lined. 
Unable to agree upon a line which 
would answer the dem ands w hich the 
public have a right to make on the rail­ 
road company, th e latter set about nego­ 
tiating for another right of way. 
After a 
great deal of effort and the expenditure 
of m uch m oney, and the purchase of 
considerable land, the territory, w hich is 
described in the application now before 
the Council, was acquired and a fran­ 
chise asked for. 
If this franchise l>e 
granted, the railroad, as to your prop­ 
erty, w ill occupy the sam e position as 
at present. 
You and others, som e of 
whom 
are 
interested principally be­ 
cause they expect to make valuable 
sales to the com pany, 
are opposing 
favorable consideration of the franchise 
now sought. 
It is urged that, it would be 
better for San Pedro street if a right of 
waj' were obtained across the Briswalter 
tract. 
H ad you m ade a reasonable prop­ 
osition before the company purchased its 
present right of way and adjacent prop­ 
erty, there would have been no hesitancy 
about accepting it, but, thinking that we 
m ust come to your term s, you waited 
until great expense had been incurred. 
Under these circum stances, the company 
cannot make as desirable a proposition 
to you as it would have done bad you 
considered the matter more favorable at 
its inception. 
The undersigned is authorized to say 
that if you will procure to be m ade at or 
before 10 o ’clock on Friday m orning of 
this week a deed conveying to the com ­ 
pany a fifty-foot right of way across the 
Briswalter tract, upon the line hereto­ 
fore indicated as being surveyed and 
staked by Mr. Bruner, without cost to 
the company and without aDy condition 
as to erection of depots, stoppage of 
trains, or any other restrictions, except 
those which m ay be deem ed by the 
Council necessary for the protection of 
the city, the com pany will abandon th e 
Pine street route—in other words, the 
route described in th e franchise now b e­ 
fore the Council—and w ill adopt tho line 
so surveyed and staked by Mr. Bruner. 
I wish to call your attention to the fact 
that the Briswalter tract frontage on San 
Pedro street, along which the railroad 
track now runs, and from which such 
track will be rem oved if you accept this 
proposition, am ounts to 4,400 fee t; while 
the length of the proposed line across 
the sam e tract is 3,900 feet, and will con­ 
tain about lour acres. 
Taking into consideration the other ex- 
sive expenditures which kavs been al­ 
ready made in purchasing land for the 
Pine street route, and a further expendi­ 
ture of $5,500 for right of w ay across the 
Hooper tract (yet to be secured), we can­ 
not make any more favorable offer than 
that above stated. Should you conclude to 
accept you will no doubt inform the un­ 
dersigned at the H ollenbeck H otel, im ­ 
m ediately.

A Strong Ticket Placed in 
the Field. 


JOHN BRYSON SR. FOR MAYOR. 


The Platform Adopted—Nominal ions 
for the New City officers—1The 
New Committee, 


The Democratic City Convention mót 
at Turner Hall 
veBterday 
afternoon 
shortly after 1 o’clock. The delegates 
and a large number of people interested 
in the proceedings assembled in the hall 
long prior to the hour set for the conven­ 
ing of the body. At 1 o’clock the gal­ 
leries were tilled the lobby contained 
hardly standing room. The main topic 
of conversation was the Mayoralty, for 
which it was announced Mr. John Bry­ 
son and Judge Ling were in the field. 
There had been considerable talk on the 
streets that Hon. R. F. Del Valle was a 
candidate, but word was circulated in the 
hall that he was not a candidate. 
The 
two delegations from the Second Pre­ 
cinct of the Second Ward wore also pres­ 
ent with their credentials, and there was 
some discussion as to which would be 
seated. A ta quarter past 1 o’clock Maj. 
W. R. Burke, Chairman of the City Cen­ 
tral Committee, called the convention to 
order, and Secretary of the City Central 
Committee, Mr. R. R. Dominquez, read 
the call for the convention as printed in 
the H e r a l d . 
Major Burke then declared that nom­ 
inations were in order for temporary 
chairman. 
Mr. J. J. Melius nominated Judge J. 
T. Bearden. 
The nam es of Messrs. J. P. Foran and 
M. C. Marsh were also placed in nomina­ 
tion, but both gentleman declined in 
favor of Judge Bearden, who was elected 
by acclamation. 
Judge Bearden, upon assuming control 
of the meeting, said : " I feel that it is 
the duty of every Democrat to further the 
interests of the party, for by so doing he 
{ 
-romotes the best interests of the nation, 
t is true that the party has just m et a 
defeat, but it was m et in such a spirit as 
becomes a great and patriotic party which 
still clings lo its principles, and whose 
mem bers are ready to gird on their 
arm or and do battle for their cause. 
I 
am pleased to see before me such a rep­ 
resentative body of intelligent men, for 
ft shows me th at the Democrats are 
active in the interests of good govern­ 
m ent, and I believe that a ticket will be 
placed in the field that will win at the 
election next Monday.” 
Judge Bearden then declared nomina­ 
tions for Secretary in order. The names

The De­ 
m ocracy of Los Angeles do uot believe in en ­ 
couraging disorderly houses at any price, and 
are linn in th eir belief th at th e way to suppress 
resortB obnoxious to good order and to public 
m orals is to revoke their licenses a n a sum ­ 
m arily close them 
Revolved, T hat th e Democracy of th e city of 
Los Angeles are In favor of liberal expenditures, 
u nder a proper system of check, for public im ­ 
provem ents; in increasing th e facilities of our 
public schools; in im proving our streets; iu 
constructing a perfect system of sewers, aud in 
such o ther public works as o u r progressive and 
grow ing city dem ands. 
On motion, the report of the commit­ 
tee was adopted.

Chief. This is a tardy recognition of the 
official worth and ability of Mr. Cuddy 
from a newspaper which joined in the 
conspiracy 
to hound that 
gentle­ 
man 
out of office. 
Never, under 
any Chief, had our city been more 
thoroughly protected nor the law better 
vindicated than during the brief admin­ 
istration of that official. 
Gambling had 
ceased to show its face, under the vigil 
ance of his departm ent; crime was re­ 
duced to the 
minimum 
through 
the watchfulness 
and 
argus-eyes 
of his force; 
the social evil was

Action Taken Ymtcrda)' by the 
Committee. 
At the joint meeting of the Board of 
Trade and the Chamber of Commerce, 
which took place last Friday, a commit­ 
tee was appointed to confer with the 
State Board of Trade concerning the 
matter of the London exhibit of California 
products which it is proposed to organize. 
The exhibit is to be in charge of a general 
committee of one hundred members, in 
which all parts cf the State will be rep­ 
resented . It was the object of the joint 
meeting to arrange for the proper 
representation of this section on this 
committee. 
The President of the Board of Trade, 
Eugene Germain, and the President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Major E. W. 
Jones, were elected members of the 
committee who were to tuke the matter 
in hand, and they selected as co-woikers 
J. B. Lankerehiui, M. L. Wicks and Dr. 
J. P. Widney. The committee met yes­ 
terday afternoon at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade and had a short confer­ 
ence. 
The secretaries of the two organiza­ 
tions were instructed to correspond with 
the President of the State Board of 
Trade ami to ask for a clearer 
understanding of 
the 
scheme 
of 
representation on tiie Committee of One 
Hundred. It is the purpose of the com­ 
mittee to ask that the basis of represen­ 
tation be the number of votes polled. 
Definite action of any sort could not be 
taken until further information should be 
received from the President of the State 
Board of Trade, and the committee ad­ 
journed to meet again when it had been 
obtained.

Testimony in the Hronek 
Trial. 


RAILROADS ASI) RAILROADERS 


The Sw itchnien’H S trik e Assum es a 
New

Associated Press Dispatches to the H era ld. I 
C hicago, November 28.—The criminal 
court-room was crowded this morning 
when the Hronek dynamite trial was re­ 
sumed. The first witness was Detective 
Gale, w ho gave the jury the details of 
the confession made by Hronek. 
Hronek said many of the bombs found 
in Lingg’s possession were made by a 
man named Schneider. Schneider also 
made the bombs which he (Hronek; 
had. The dynamite which Hronek had 
in his house, some 120 sticks, he got 
from a man named Karafiat. 
Witness testified about the delivery of 
dynamite and bombs by Mrs. Hronek to 
the officers. 
The cro^s-examination brought out the 
statement that Hronek had Haid theie 
was considerable indignation about the 
execution of Spies and his companions, 
Hndhewante.fi to avenge their death. 
Hronek said it was his iutention to harm 
Bontield and Judge Gary ami Griunell. 
but he refused to say how ; he said, how­ 
ever, that he did not want to bring any 
one else into theaflair, but would under­ 
take the job alone, if others would pav 
him for Ú. 
Ollicer Shainer testified that on July 
22d in the State’s Attorney office, in ad­ 
dition to their sfatemeuts, Hronek said 
that Chopek told him tin t some German 
Anarchists wanted to burn the city, to 
avenge the death of Spies. 
Police Inspector Bonfield was then 
called and told of the first information 
lie had received of the plot. 
Bonfield 
showed the jury one of the bombs which 
was found in Hrouek’s possesssion. lie 
said one of them had been exploded in a 
shed on the prairie, and it had blown the 
shed to splinters. 
The State rested its case after the de­ 
fense had cross-examined Inspector Bon­ 
field. For the defense Ilronek was put 
on the stand. He denied that he was an 
Anarchist and said he had never been 
one. He had never belonged to an An­ 
archistic society, and did not think there 
was any such in existence. He then 
made a sweeping denial of the truth of 
Chleboun, the informer’s story. Witness 
had always suspected that Chleboun was 
playing a bad part. He denied also that 
lie was present at the Havm arket riot, 
and as he has never been harm ed by 
Bonfield, Gary or (irinnell he had no rea­ 
son for seeking revenge 011 them nor 
did he ever do so. He explained the 
alleged visit to Grinnell’s house by sav­ 
ing that on July 4th, Copek and Chleboun 
asked witness to go to the lake where 
they would take a bath. On the way 
over Chleboun said he had heard that 
Grinnell lived in a pretty park and sug­ 
gested going to see it. Then it was that 
witness suspected that Chleboun was 
going to sell them out. The trio walked 
around the square but never said a thing 
about revenge. Karafiat, he said, left 
the bombs and dynamite at witness’ 
house in October, 1886, and never re­ 
turned for it. After a while witness 
grew afraid and threw* fifteen of them 
into the river. After a short cross-ex­ 
amination an adjournment was taken 
until Friday morning. 
TALKS A HOUr THE 1 HI ST- 
K allroad Jlcu Interview ed — Itilrr- 
Slate I,aw Obnoxious. 
C h ic a g o , November 28.—It has lieen 
ascertained tli.it the plau which has been 
made public, of forming a huge railroad 
combination to embrace all the territory 
west of Chicago and St. J xiuíh, with a 
clearing house competid ve business, and 
the mission of the Presidents to control 
rates, is after all only one of the nlans 
that was considered at the New York 
conference, and is not the one that was 
formally adopted. The plan that re­ 
ceived the most favor, in fact, was a much 
stronger form of agreement and more se­ 
vere in its restrictions as to the use of the 
rate making power. J. W. Midgley, who 
was present at the conference in the ca­ 
pacity of an advisor said to day: 
“ This plan is one of several that were 
considered. I am positive that it will 
not be adop'ed, for the reason that it is 
not strong enough to answer the purpose 
for which it was intended. Aside from 
the arbitration feature, it is but little dif­ 
ferent from the agreement of the W est­ 
ern Freight Association. This talk about 
trusts as applied to such agreement is 
the sheerest nonsense. The truth is that 
the railroads have become desperate at 
the prevailing condition of affairs. Some­ 
thing m ust be done or they will be driven 
to the wall, ihe meeting at New York 
represented the financial interests of 
these roads. It was composed of men 
who own property, and who believe it 
should yield some returns. They are de­ 
term ined, if possible, to save the rail­ 
roads from bankruptcy. The Interstate 
law prohibits pooling arrangem ents, and 
it is necessary to devise some other 
means of checking demoralization.” 
Mr. M idgley said if the present condi­ 
tions, which were in the main attribut­ 
able to the operation of the Inter-State 
law, should continue two years lunger, 
there would not be a Bolvent railroad 
west of Chicago. When asked if there 
wa9 any movement on foot to petition 
Congress for the repeal of the act, he 
said: “ No such movement has taken 
shape as yet, and no appeal will be made 
to the present Congress. It is not re­ 
garded as the most favorable time to 
present Buch a measure between two ad­ 
m inistrations.” 
The projectors of the new echeme ior 
the maintenance of rates aud Mr. Midg­ 
ley are agreed upon one point, and that 
is that the subordinate officers of rail­ 
roads must be deprived of the rate-mak- 
¡D g power, and that any assumption of 
this power must be punished by dis­ 
missal. 
Before the plan was completed it was 
submitted to tbe Presidents of some of 
the important WeBtern lines. Favorable 
replies have been returned by the Presi­ 
dents of the Union Pacific, the Stickney 
system and the Chicago, Milwaukee anil 
St. Paul, while President Cable, of the 
Rsck Island, has gone to Ne v York to 
personally express his views on the sub­ 
ject.President Marvin Hugbitt, of the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern.was asked to-day 
if he was favorable to the scheme. Hii 
replied : “ I know nothing about it ex­ 
cept what I have read in the newspapers. 
I am not prepared to say anything as to 
its merits or as to the probability of its 
being adopted. The Chicago and North­ 
western has not been represented at any 
conference, nor has it been consulted on 
the question of the new agreement. We 
are at present parties to the agreement 
of the W estern Freight Association, and 


also toa passenger agreement, and have 
no present intention of going into any 
other. We shall certainly not go into 
any plan until we have thoroughly con­ 
sidered it.” 
Vice-President Stone, of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, said he had paid 
little attention to the proposed scheme, 
and as he had not been consulted in re­ 
gard to it there was nothing for him to 
say on the subject. It seems probable 
that if the framer’s of the plan fail to 
unite all the roads west, northwest and 
southwest of Chicago, the agreement 
will go into effect west of the Missouri 
river since the Southern Pacific, Union 
Pacific, Missouri Pacific and Atchison are 
ail in accord with the movement, aud 
they practically control the territory. 
Mr. Midgely says he iiaB called no 
meeting to consider the m atter as the 
proposed plan is not completed. 
The representatives of the lines in the 
Transcontinental Association met again 
to-day. The entire day was devoted to 
the division of tariffs with a view of se­ 
curing uniformity iu rates. No material 
progress was made, and the m eeting ad­ 
journed until Friday. 
IT LOOKS SERIOUS. 
Tlio SwUcliiiien'* Strike Takes on a 
New IMtusc. 
I n dianapo lis, November 2 8 .— The 
switchm en’s strike has assumed anew 
and threatening phase. 
Traffic on the 
Bell road has moved along with consid- 
riderable regularity. 
The officials state 
that new men are applying constantly. 
The situation with the strikers has grown 
desperate, and they felt that they must 
do something, consequently they called a 
secret conference last night with the 
engineers and firemen, at which a very- 
strong sentiment favorable to the switch­ 
men was manifested. After a prolonged 
discussion a decision was reached 
which the 
striking 
men 
hailed 
with pleasure. 
In accordance with 
the action of the meeting, a committee 
composed of representatives of the three 
Brotherhoods was appointed to call on 
officers of the various roads to-day and re­ 
quest them to subm it the m atter at issue 
between them and the switchmen to ar­ 
bitration. This forenoon the committee 
called on the several su erintendenta and 
followed its instructions. No threat ac­ 
companied the report and the officials 
were left to judge for themselves whether 
a refusal to yield to tbe request would 
lead'to further complications.That they re­ 
garded this phase of the troablemuch more 
serious than mere surface appearances 
indicate, is evident from the haste with 
which they gathered into secret confer­ 
ence i t the Union station. The result of 
this conference of superintendents has as 
yet taken no definite form, fur either ar­ 
bitration or concession. Chief Sargent, 
of the firemen, arrived this morning and 
joined Chiefs Wilkinson and Sweeny, of 
ihe Switchmen. Chief Arthur is now 
positively expected. 
The 
brakemen 
have been outspoken in their sympathy 
for tbe switchmen ever since the strike 
began. Oil several occasions early in the 
trouble they refused to fill places 
vacated by 
strikers and were dis-( 
charged. 
This 
action 
they 
took' 
simply as individuals, but it is now 
understood that their brotherhood had 
passed on the question and officially in­ 
structed its members to fill no places 
which switchmen have abandoned. The 
reasons for the support which the bruke- 
men are giving the strikers is substan­ 
tially anim ating the engineers and fire­ 
men. The num ber of brakemen which 
now have been discharged because of 
their refusal to do their work is said to 
exceed thirty, and to be increasing daily. 
In view of the serious turn the strike 
now assum es, the switchmen to-night 
made public for the first time a paper 
which they drew up and signed before 
entering on the strike.

School. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS INJURED. 


Death o f Mrs. G eneral Sherm an— 
Yellow Fever in New Y ork — 
Storm Item s. 


. AsMM-iated Press Dispatches to the H krald. | 
St . L o u is, November 28.—A panic oc­ 
curred at the Blair Sunday school to-day, 
and nothing but the great presence of 
mind of the corps of teachers prevented 
great loss of life. 
The steum-heating 
apparatus got out of order, and the rat­ 
tling in the coils, coupled with escaping 
steam, alarmed the children, who, fear­ 
ing an explosion, started for the door. 
Miss Bettina Krebs, the teacher in 
charge, got to the door first and pre­ 
vented a stampede. Scarcely had order 
been restored, however, when the noise 
in the steam pipes was repeated with in­ 
creased violence, and before Mies Bet- 
lina Krebs could reach the door a second 
time, the terror-stricken children had 
gained the hall. The faithful teacher 
was borne to the floor and trampled 
upon, sustaining serious injuries. 
The 
excitement spread to room No. 10, just 
opposite, presided ovei by Miss Clara 
Stickle, and the children became un­ 
manageable there. The shufflmg of feet 
and the hissing of escaping steam spread 
the panic to room No. 14, Miss Mary P. 
Miller teacher, and she, too, was 
thrown from 
her feet aud tram­ 
pled upon. 
The janitor appeared on 
the scene and did rough but heroic 
work in preventing the children from 
trampling each other to death. 
A pupil 
in room No. 13 raised the cry of fire, aud 
the pupils made a rush for the hall. 
Miss Cullen.the teacher, with commend­ 
able presence of mind and heroic efforts, 
quelled the disturbance, and in a short 
time order was restored. Two of the 
teachers. Miss Miller and Miss Krebs, 
were badly injured by being trampled 
upon. Seven 
pupils 
were injured. 
Birdie Wickened was so badly trampled 
upon that sue had to lie removed in an 
ambulance ; Annie Dodge received severe 
internal injuries and external bruises; 
Annie Meyers had her head badly gashed 
on the stone steps; Emina Delendorf, left 
arm broken ; Ruth Reilly, serious internal 
injuries; Ida Klostermeyer, Australia 
Stocheand Elsie McBride, badly bruised, 
but not seriously injured. The panic 
created intense excitement, and many 
parents hurried to the Bchool building to 
look after their children.

A churn, November 28.—When the 
United Staten Court opened this morn- 
iag, the Government attorneys were 
allowed to introduce 1,500 pounds of 
■oaaggled opium in evidence in the 
Gardner case, which was then continued 
Richard Crowley, for the defendant, 
■lade another motion to dismiss the case 
mm the ground that the indictm ent places 
the value of $10 per pound on opium, 
■»! tio evidence was advanced to show 
that it possessed any value. The motion 
was denied. 
Ho then asked the court to 
n d e 
that there could be no con­ 
viction 
under 
the 
first 
and sixth 
counts in the indictment, known as 
the smuggling counts. Counsel claimed 
that there was not a shred of evidence 
to show that the defendant brought 
opium over from Canada, even if he did 
receive and conceal it. This was also 
denied. 
Mr. Crowley 
surprised the 
lawyers and spectators by announcing 
that be would here rest his case. 
He 
then summed np the defense, saying this 
was the 
most 
remarkable 
trial he 
had 
ever 
witnessed. 
After 
the 
courtroom 
had 
been 
flooded with 
tranks 
and 
packages 
and 
wit- 
■owes sworn to what they contained, the 
Government had seen fit to rest its case 
without onening one of the trunks, and 
■at one of the jury could say what the 
contents were. Only two small cans had 
been opened, one of which a chemist 
had analyzed, and it was not proven 
that, they contained opium. 
Who could 
ray that the defendant had smuggled 
■ay opium? He urged the jury not to 
dkiw any inferences against the defend­ 
an t because he had not put him on the 
Éand m his own behalf. 
He said : 
Kvery prisoner stands with the great 
abield of presumptive innocence above 
him until he is proven guilty. 
We rest 
ocr case upon the absence of legal evi- 
iance on the part of the Government. 
United States 
Attorney 
Lockwood 
flammed up for the Government the ad­ 
dress of the opposing counsel. 
He said 
h e had not said a word about the evi­ 
dence, but bad simply arraigned the 
Government for not introducing more 
evidence. The court had found enough 
evidence in the case to send it to the 
jary on the question of fact. 
He charac­ 
terized the defendant as a man whose 
every step since the Government got on 
hifl track had been connected with crime, 
lie then reviewed the testimony of the 
principal witnesses for the Government, 
aad urged that the perpetrators of such 
crimes should not go unpunished. 
Jndge Coxe charged the jury, saying 
ha regretted that some people looked 
«pon smuggling as a pardonable offense. 
If the evidence was true in this case a 
benious crime had been committed and 
the Government had been defrauded out 
flf $35,000. 
There wae no dispute as to 
the facts. There was no question that 
th e substance alleged to be opium was 
flflsnggled into the United States. 
He 
called the jury's attention to G ardner’s 
■aavements in Canada under an assumed 
sam e, and his threat to put a bullet 
through the customs officer when discov­ 
ered near the river bank. 
The jury retired at noon, and in three- 
«joarters of an hour returned with a ver­ 
dict of guilty on the six counts of the 
redictment. 
Assistant Hoyt then promptly moved 
the case of the United States against 
John C. Haines, Erwin A. Gardner and 
John W. Stone. Judge 
Bundage, of 
Baflalo, demanded a separate trial for his 
client, Haines. 
District-Attorney Lock 
wood objected. The Court held that the 
th re e cases should be tried together.

The Sun publishes what it claims is an 
authoritative statem ent regarding the 
terms of the railroad trust. 
It Bays Jay 
Gould has taken hold of the problem 
with evident sincerity. 
The Atchison 
Company has been represented by Pres­ 
ident Strong, the St. Louis and San 
Francisco road by President Winslow. 
So far as necessary for co-operation the 
Southern Pacific system was represented 
by C. P. Huntington or one of h*8 lieu­ 
tenants. 
Commissioner Midgley, who 
formerly supervised the Southwestern 
Traffic Association, has also been an ac­ 
tive participant in the conference. 
Under the Interstate law a pooling 
arrangem ent is out of the question, 
ft 
is also conceded at the start that all of 
tho other old devices for maintaining 
rates is useless. 
Under these circum­ 
stances two points were finally agreed 
opon. 
One was to take the rate-making 
power entirely away from the subordin­ 
ate officers of these corporations; the 
other to punish violations of the schedule 
tariff by summary and permanent dis­ 
missal. 
Upon these two fundamental 
principles, simply, a plan for running 
the records of the competitive business 
through a clearing house was formulated. 
The three great systems referred to 
have agreed to put this plan into execu­ 
tion as S' cd is h preliminaries can be 
arranged. 
The fact that some of the so- 
called granger roads occupy some of the 
■pper part of the Southwestern territory, 
while the Atchison system extends into 
Chicago, led the Southwestern managers 
to make an effort to bring about a revo­ 
lution in the roads for the benefit of all 
those concerned in the business. Before 
completing their plan they decided to 
submit it to the presidents of all the im­ 
portant roads doing business west of 
Oh'cagoand South 8t. Paul. 
I t should be u iderstood now that all 
the Pacific roads are banded together in 
Ihe Transcontinental Traffic Association, 
which at present is performing its func­ 
tions most satisfactorily; hence the}' 
were not included in the scope cf the 
¡■©sent work, nor were the roads in the 
extreme south of the Western Spates, as 
they have, owing to the impetus given 
to the work of improving the rates just 
revised by the International Traffic As­ 
sociation. 
A few answers already have been re­ 
reived from companies to which the out 
Knes of a new and comprehensive agree- 
s e n t have been submitted, and all o' 
them have signified a desire to become 
gorties to it.

For some months past there has been 
a great deal of ¡11 feeling in the police 
departm ent of this city, and as a resal! 
the ends of justice in m any instance? 
has been defeated. Not a day passes but 
that in this city some crime or another is 
not committed and the perpetrators es­ 
cape arrest. 
Burglaries are frequent, 
and petty thieves abound in great num ­ 
bers. There has not been an important 
capture made by the police departm ent 
of Los Angeles since Thomas J. Cuddy 
resigned his position as Chief of Police, 
and it is time that the taxpayers should 
be informed of the conditton of affairs. 
The Council appointed a chief of (le 
tectives, with a corps of assistants, to at­ 
tend specially to crimes, such as burg­ 
laries and offenses beyond those of ordi 
Dary law-breakers. 
Emil Harris was appointed Chief of the 
Detectives and given office room in the 
police headquarters. 
To him all secret 
work was to be reported: but notwith­ 
standing this fact crimes that have been 
committed and reported at the police 
station have not reached H arris’ depart­ 
ment until days after they had been com­ 
mitted, and in some cases weeks have 
passed before the knowledge reached 
him. 
Detective Harris and Captain Loom I 
do not speak to each other, and while 
Chief Benedict 
and 
H arris 
are on 
friendly terms, there is no business to 
speak of transacted between them. 
A few days ago Officers Bowler and 
Boland, who were under H arris’ orders 
in the secret eervice departm ent, and 
who were considered good men for the 
businesp, were removed from that de­ 
partm ent by Chief Benedict. 
The Chief 
told H arris that it was necessary to take 
Boland and Bowler from the detective 
departm ent and put them on regular 
beats, as he wished to increase the num ­ 
ber of patrolmen. 
:vo sooner were Bo­ 
land and Bowler given 
beats 
than 
Patrolmen Lee and Cotes were put on in 
their stead. 
Lee and Cotes, while they 
are good men, are unfortunately not 
well posted in secret work. 
Instead of there being one detective 
departm ent of the police force, there are 
two—Benedict nas one and Harris the 
other. 
About three Meeks ago Mr. Spence, 
who conducts a restaurant on Spring 
street, suffered a lo68 of $000 at his resi­ 
dence, through the depredations of burg­ 
lars. 
He reported the m atter to the 
police office, but nothing was done in 
the m atter. After the lapse of a few days 
he called at Lawson’s Detective Agency 
aud secured their aid, saying he did not 
think the police could recover the pro­ 
perty. 
Captain Moody, of Lawson’s De­ 
tective Agency, called on Detective H an is 
and wap surprised to learn that that gen­ 
tleman did not know anything about the 
robbery. 
About two weeks after the 
crime was committed Mr. Harris was in ­ 
formed of the deed. It. was then too late 
for H arris to work on the case, as be dis­ 
covered that the goods had been shipped 
out of the city,or at least no track could 
be obtained oí them . 
There is no harm ony between the se­ 
cret service aud those under Captain 
Ixfomis or Chief Benedict’s orders, and 
the sooner one is abolished the better for 
them , the expenses to the city will be 
les9, aud more criminals may possibly be 
captured. 
There are ten men in the central office 
on duty in the day-time, including the 
Chief and Captain—two mounted police­ 
men, one patrol wagon-dri v er; Collins, 
who puts’in time|taking care of the stolen 
property, etc., the 
secretary, jailor, 
register, clerk, sergeant, and ar: extra 
officer who does not have anything to do 
but attend the Council and meetings of 
the Fire Commission and Police Com­ 
missioners. To-day Mr. Preston, who 
owns an orchard in the southern portion 
of the city, called at the police station 
and complained that tram ps for pome 
time past have been destroying his fruit 
trees and stealing fruit. 
He desired the 
presence of an officer. Out of these ten 
men Benedict did not send a man to that 
portion of the city. 
There is room for reform in the police 
departm ent, and the sooner the fact is 
thoroughly understood and acted upon 
the better it will be for the people. 


I'n clt* I k e la B u c k . 
Mr. Isaac Bayles, brother of David 
Bayles, the two back a few years the two 
great farm ers of the North, with their 
30,000 acres in wheat, is in town.

H e h a l d folk* acknowledge the invitation 
from Mr. Isaac Bayles to a jolly Christ­ 
mas dinner to his friends at Rosamond, 
at which an orchestra fr un Los Angeles 
will make the the tripping of toe even 
more fasinatiug than the dulcet strains 
of the old-time and seductive fiddle.
